THE GRAND ARMY OF THE RE- 
PUBLIC RESPONDED ONCE 
MORE TO FIFE AND DRUM. 


STREET PARADE AT BUFFALO. 


President McKinley Led the Proces- 
sion, Which Was Witnessed and 
Cheered by Thousands. 


BUFFALO, N. ¥., Aug. %.—Great crowds 
of people from all directions poured into 
the city last night and this morning to wit- 
ness the great parade of the Grand Army 
of the Reupblic, set for to-day. The streets 
were at an early hour lined with people. 
The veterans were early abroad and with 
military precision took their appointed 


places in the procession. 

Gen. Clarkson and staff rode from the 
Iroquois Hotel to the Hotel Niagara as 
soon as the staff had assembled on Eagle 
street. In front of the Niagara the staff 
drew up in line and Gen. Clarkson waited 
upon President McKinley to esco him to 
the head of the column. At 10 o’clock the 


President left the Niagara, accompanied by 
the escort. All vig way to the point 
of formation § the ident was loudly 
cheered. At 10:30 the command to march 
was given and the procession moved. 

To the roll of innumerable drums and the 
blare of trumpets the Grand Army of the 
Republic, headed by the President of the 
tnited States, took up its triumphal way 
through the seas of cheering humanity. The 
sidewalks on gach side of Main street as 
far as the eye could reach were filled with 
a solid mass of people. From every_window 
faces beamed out and the roofs had a pop- 
ulation equal if not greater than that of 
the windows. 

In the great square in front of the Erie 
County Bank the first ree was caught 
of the real immensity of the procession for 
here the close walls of the houses opened 
out on either hand and the great tide of 
humanity poured out from the narrow 
street as from a funnel and swept in a 
solid mass of blue and gold beneath the 
arch of welcome.

HIS WHISKY RING RECORD. 


Revamping Old Charges Against the 
Consul General and Expiana- 
tion by His Friends. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25.—No Intl- 
mation has been received from the British 
Government as to whether an exequatur 
will be issued to Maj. John L. Bittinger, 
recently appointed Consul-General to Mon- 
treal. It is a matter in which the State 
Department can take no action. In the 
case of Consuls It is not necessary to file a 
protest against them, but the simple with- 
holding of an exequatur Is sufficient. 

The officials of the State Department deny 
any knowledge of the contemplated rejec- 
tion of Maj. Bittinger beyond that con- 
tained in the Canadian newspapers. These 
publications indicate that business men and 
those holding high social positions in Mon- 
treal will be asked to sign a petition to the 
Governor-General urging the rejection of 
Maj. Bittinger on the ground that he is a 
former convict. 

The friends of Maj. Bittinger strenuously 
deny that he ever served a day in the pen- 
itentiary, or was convicted of an infamous 
crime. According to their explanation, the 
Major was electedtothe Missouri State Leg- 
islature while serving as Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue at St. Josepk under President 
Grant’s -.Administration, and when the 
whisky ring was at the height of its power. 
During his absence in attendance upon the 
sessions of the Legislature his deputy took 
large sums of money and was guilty of 
gross ‘irregularities. Maj. Bittinger was 
beyond question technically responsible for 
the acts of his deputy left in charge of the 
office and itn whom he had the most im- 
plicit confidence. 

Maj. Bittinger made no effort to evade 
this technical responsibility, and when 
brought to trial pleaded guilty and received 
a short jail sentence. He was almost im- 
mediately pardoned by the President. No 
other charge of impropriety has ever been 
filed against Maj. Bittinger.

Hot-heads who appeal from every 
wrongful court decision to violence are 
as danwerous enemies of social order and 
justice as Judges who abuse their power 
or meé@n who attempt to control courts 
and Legislatures through corrupt influ- 
ences.

THE CITY’S REFUSE. 


Delegate Weeke has introduced a bill 
{nto the House of Delegates proposing to 
give H. W. Beldsmelter the city refuse 
free of charge, which he is to “reduce’’ 
without cost to the city, but with great 
profit to himself. 

It is a matter of general knowledge 
that the city refuse is worth a great deal 
of money. The Government of Shore- 
ditch, a parish of London, uses the 
refuse as fuel and with it manages to 
light by electricity the entire parish, be- 
sides heating water for public baths and 
wash-houses. This saves the parish 
thousands of tons of coal every year. 

The experience of Shoreditch proves 
that the time is past when a city’s 
refuse must be treated as something to 
get rid of at any cost. It is a valuable 
product, with possibilities of great profit 
in many ways when treated acientifically. 

What Shoreditch can do St. Louis ought 
to be able to accomplish. It would bea 
triumph for the city to treat the refuse 
60 as to produce electric light and power. 
But it would be a disgrace to give it away 
to the first comer to reap whatever profit 
there may be in it for himself. 

If St. Louis is unequal to the task of 
using the refuse scientifically, at least 
the contract for its reduction should be 
gold to the highest bidder like any other 
contract.

KLONDIKE WARNINGS. 

Discussing the proposals to levy heavy 
royalties on Klondike mines and to re. 
Strict ownership of mines to Canadiana, 
the Mritieh Columbia Mining Critic warns 
the Canadian authorities against hasty 
or extreme action. 

Excessive royalties, it fuggests, will 
merely encou.age smuggling, which will 
be easily accomplished tn a region so wild 
and inaccessible as the Klondike gold 
Nelds.

tion of more than 20,000 at the outside, 
It paints the hardships of the pilgrims 
in black colors and regards the rush to 
the Klond@éKe at this time of the year as 
madness sure to result in untold suffering 
and in many cases, death.

PASS THE BICYCLE BILL. 

So far the attempt to complicate legis- 
lation for the regulation of cycling with 
lezislation for the regulation of a lot of 
other things has resulted in nothing but 
wrangling and delay.

SECTION 22 OF THE TARIFF. 


Speculation as to Attorney-General Mc- 
Kenna’s Coming Decision. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25.—It is un- 
derstood that Attorney-General McKenna 
will have his opinion on section 22 of the 
tariff bill ready by Friday. There is con- 


siderable speculation as to how he will 
interpret that much-talked of section, but 
he has kept his own counsel and has been 
a good listener and reader of opinions 
from others. He has sought the opinions of 
experts, and has many before him, in addi- 
tion to the briefs of the lawyers who ap- 
peared for the railroads. It is understood 
that the Attorney-General had a conference 
with Col. W. H. Morrison of the Interstate 
Railway Commission, at which this section 
was discussed. Col. Morrison’s- opinion is 
valuable because he has had considerable 
experience in tariff legislation, as well as 
in constructing railway legislation, and be- 
lieves that Section 22 cleariy imposes a dis- 
criminating duty on goods coming from 
Japan and China in British ships to foreign 
ports and thence to this country over the 
Canadian Pacific. Mr. Morrison suggested to ' 
the Attorney-General! that whoever worded 
the amendment to section 22 left little doubt 
as to its meaning. When asked about the 
wisdom of such legislation the Colonel 
said that, while he was not a protectionist, 
that was the policy of the administration 
and the purpose of the new tariff law, and 
he saw no injusice in going back to the 
first principles of protection, as laid down in 
the first tariff laws, and protect the ves- 
sels and railroads of the United States, as 
well as the manufacturers. 


ADOPTS THE GOLD STANDARD. 


Salvador Forced to Change Her Fi- 
nancial System. 


SAN SALVADOR, Aug. 25.—This coun- 
try has been forced by the slump in 
silver to adopt a gold standard. Owing 
to the financiai straits in which Salvador 


found herself, the depression in commerce 
and the apparently hopeless future, Pres!i- 
dent Guiterrez convoked an extraordinary 
session of Congress to consider the mone- 
tary crisis. At the time Ke sent to Congress 
a message urging the neoessity of a speedy 
change in the currency system, there were 
some opposition in Congress to a_ gold 
standard and the fight was waged until 
yesterday, when the bill passed. The Presi- 
dent was also authorized to negotiate a 
foreign loan of $2,500,000. The new loan 
wil! go tnto effect within two months. Af- 
ter it becomes operative all customs will 
be payable only in gold. 

Salvador’s present plight ig due to the 
slump in silver, which threw the country 
into a condition more serious than had ever 
before existed. The rate of exchange on 
the United States rose steadily until to- 
day it reached 200 per cent. 


DR. ELAM WAS CONFIRMED. 


A Texas Postmaster Was Appointed a 
Second Time.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2%.—The 
President evidently intends that George J. 
Elam shall be Postmaster at Marlin, Tex. 
He was appointed during the last session 
of the Senate and was confirmed July 19. 
His cOMmission was issued, and it Is under- 
stood that Mr. Blam entered at once upon 
the discharge of his duties. After Congress 
adjourned a batch of postmasters that. failed 
of action in the Senate were given appoint- 
ments, and in the lst of names appeared 
that of Mr. Elam.

GOV. TANNER’S PROCLAMATION 


He Defines His Position on Labor and 
Capital. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Aug. 2%.—Gov. Tan- 
ner in his proclamation calling for the ob- 
servance of Monday, Sept. 6, as Labor Day, 
discusses the relations of labor and capital. 


He defends the right of workmen to form 
unions for protection of wages as being 
equal to that of capital to combine as to 
prices. He says, further: 

“The executive cannot, and in this State 
will not, deny to dissatisfied employes the 
right of peaceable assembly for the discus- 
sion of real or fancied grievances, or the 
right to make proper use of the public high- 
ways for the purpose of going to and re- 
turning from such meetings, rights which 
the law secures to their employers. bor- 
ingmen have a natural right to use any 
and all means of persuasion to induce their 
fellows to act with them in any effort which 
they may make to advance their interests 
as workingmen, short of violence or threats. 

“Violence or intimidation are held to be 
criminal in their character, and if resorted 
to by either side, it will be the duty of the 
executive to assist the local authorities, if 
necessary, in their suppression. If in any 
particular the laws which in this State gov- 
ern the relations of employers and employed 
are unequal, unjust or impolitic, the remedy 
lies with the General Assembly, which has 
power to amend the statutes, in response 
to public opinion and sentiment, and the 
ballot has been given to all citizeng alike 
or their protection. Any resort té force 
for any purpose but self-protection in the 
face of imminent peril to property or life 
is contrary to the spirit of our roses and 
institutions, and will be condemned by all 
patriotic men and women, neither will it be 
tolerated.”’

Hias a Patent on a Wheel Which He 
Claims Beats All the 
Chain Patterns. 


J. N. Newsom, a draughtsman and in- 
wentor of this city, has just received a patent 
on a new chainiess bicycle, which he thinks 
is a better one than any chainless machine 
pet invented. 

The new bicycle is being bullt in Wissler’s 
machine shopa, on the top floor of 613 Pine 
street. 

“I am a machinist and mechanio,” said 
Wewsom to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “and 
have invented severa] other things with 
which I have been euccessful. I have never 
ridden a bicycle since the old ordinary days, 


when I owned and rode a high wheel. 
‘A year ago I saw that the chain bicycle 
Was bound to go. Six months later I went

OLD MRS. M’DERMOTT’S PITEOUS 
APPEAL FOR HER SON IN 
THE POLICE COURT. 


THE SON HAD BEEN FINED. 


Drove a Galled Horse and Was Prose- 
cuted for Cruelty oy the Hu- 
mane Society. 


Daniel McDermott and his aged mother 
created a sensation in the First District 
Polico Court Wednesday when McDer- 
mott was fined $20 for cruelty to animals. 

When Judge Peabody pronounced the sen- 
tence, the old mother gave way to lam- 
entations, and the son, rendered frantic at 


the thought that his mother would be left 
helpless and destitute in his absence, arose 
in bis chair and cried piteously for mercy. 
He Gontinued his frantic appeals unt.l he 
was dragged shrieking and resist.ng to 
the prisoners’ cage by the Marshals. 

McDermott and his mother, of whom he 
is the gole support, reside at 1407 North 
Sixteenth street. The son drives a horse 
and cart and works upon the streets for a 
city contractor, eking out a precarious liv- 
ing. Tuesday a Humane Society officer 
saw McDermott driving the animal, which 
was a mere apology for a horse, and which 
had a large raw sore upon its shoulder, 
which was bleeding freely under the strain 
placed upon it by the collar. The officer 
arrested McDermott and charged him with 
cruelty to animals.

Weare very poor, your honor, 
and Monday, as true as I'm on the stand, 
we hadn't a cent.in the house between us 
and starvation. “{ thought the sore was 
nearly well, your honor, and I said to Dan, 
‘Dan, take the horse out and try and earn 
a little money, if it’s only a quarter. With 
the quarter we can give 10 cents for the 
horse’s food and 15 cents will keep our- 
selves till God sends us more.’ That’s the 
truth, your honor, 80 help me God.” 

“You had no more business to work the 
poor dumb animal with such a sore on_ hie 
neck than to hitch up your own son if he

NO GUARD AT UNION STATION. 


TICKET SELLERS SAY THERE WAS 
& GREAT ORIENTAL EXODUS 
UP TO NOON. 


THIRTEEN WILL BE DEPORTED. 


Failure of the Police to Make the Raid 
Simultaneously or Demand 
Papers Let Many 
Escape. 


While thirteen Chinamen without resi. 
@ence papers were caught Tuesday by the’ 
Federal authorities and Chief Harrigan’s 
police, over fifty smuggled Orientals es- 
caped. 

This was due to a misunderstanding in 
the instructions of W. H. Chamberlin, 
epecial agent of the United States Treas- 
wry. Mr. Chamberlin instructed the police 
captains to start the raids on all Chinese 
faundries, stores and places of abode at 10 
a. m., while several of the police captains 
wnderstood the arder to mean that the 
Chinamen were to be taken to the Federal 


Building at 10 o'clock. 
When the captains who misunderstood 


the order began the raid at $9 a. m, the 
alarm quickly spread by secret means to all 
parts of the city and Chinamen without 
yapers flocked to Union Station and left 
y trains going anywhere. 
Mr. Chamberlin is of the opinion that fifty 
or more Celestials without residence papers 
evaded the authorities by leaving the city. 
The ticket sellers at Union Station told 
him that perhaps fifty tickets had been 
gold to Chinamen before noon Tuesday. 
‘Then Mr. Chamberlain belleves that many 
Chinamen of illegal residence left the city 
by other means, 
Jen Gee, the 12-year-old boy who was 
gathered in with the raid and who was one 
of the thirteen to spend the night in the 
Central Police Station, was bailed out Wed- 
nesday by E. W. Handilan. Jen Gee and his 
friends say that he was born in San Fran-
